On  the  following  pages  appear  the  results  of  Annual  Giving  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1970.  Comparison  with  the  pre- 
vious  \ear  shows  that  the  total  was  down  a  bit,  but  it  is  partic- 
ularlj  gratifying  to  see  the  Old  Boys  and  Parents  categories  were 
quite  substantially   higher  in  dollar   amount. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  those  who  have  consistently  supported 
our  efforts  each  year.  After  careful  study  of  the  source  of  don- 
ations it  is  evident  to  the  Committee  that  further  emphasis  must 
be  placed  on  the  annual  aspect  of  the  program.  For  example, 
there  were  102  Old  Boys  who  donated  last  year  but  not  this  year. 
We  are  very  grateful  for  their  donations,  too,  but  the  result 
would  have  been  much  more  satisfying  if  we  had  retained  them 
as  donors  this  year. 


should  be  stressed  again  that  the  Association  appeals 
each  year  for  support  of  continuing  programs  for  the  School. 
The  best  example,  of  course,  is  the  need  for  the  scholarship  and 
bursary  funds  to  enable  deserving  boys  to  attend  St.  Andrew's. 
Once  a  boy  has  received  financial  assistance,  and  this  is  usually 
granted  in  the  first  instance  at  the  Grade  7  to  9  level,  he  norm- 
ally requires  the  assistance  for  subsequent  years  until  he  finishes 
Grade  13,  provided  his  progress  is  satisfactory.  We  hope  every 
one  will  keep  this  in  mind  when  approached  next  year. 

On  behalf  of  the  Annual  Giving  Committee  I  wish  to  thank 
most  sincerely  all  those  who  contributed  and  especially  all  the 
Old  Boy  Year  Representatives  and  the  Class  Representatives  of 
the  Parents  Group  who  carried  out  the  solicitation  this  past  year.

Robertson  Laidlaw,  Esquire 

SAC.  1909-1960 

Unique  in  the  annals  of  Canadian  schools,  surely  beyond  a  doubt,  must  be  the  record 
of  "Bob"  Laidlaw's  fifty  one  years  as  a  master  at  St.  Andrew's  College.  Upwards  of 
3600  S.A.C.  boys  have  come  under  his  influence  as  teacher,,  housemaster,  counsellor 
and  friend  in  that  period  of  time. 

After  obtaining  his  B.A.  at  Queen's  University  in  1906  he  took  a  post-graduate  course 
at  Harvard  in  Comparative  Literature  and  Economics  and  joined  the  staff  of  the  Faculty 
of  Education  at  University  of  Toronto  1908-09.  Bob  was  appointed  to  St.  Andrew's  in 
1909  as  master  in  charge  of  the  History  and  Geography  Departments.  When  the  School 
moved  to  Aurora  in  1926  he  assumed  the  additional  duties  of  Housemaster  of  the  Upper 
School. 

Probably  a  book  could  be  written  about  Bob's  career  at  St.  Andrew's,  and  if  it  was, 
it  would  be  the  basis  for  ihe  story  of  the  School  during  those  years.  Most  of  his  former 
students  will  remember  him  for  making  the  subject  of  History  vivid  and  enlightening, 
which  earned  for  him  the  endearing  nickname  of  "Pitt".  Others  shared  his  love  of 
music  and  appreciated  his  accomplishments  with  the  violin,  as  he  was  for  many  years 
the  key  man  in  the  School  orchestra.  Still  others  recall  his  love  of  English  literature. 
Ken  Ives,  probably  the  member  of  the  present  staff  who  knew  him  best,  says  "1  wonder 
how  many  of  Bob  Laidlaw's  friends  were  aware  of  his  keen  interest  in  poetry?  I  was  lucky 
enough  to  spend  many  evenings  with  Bob  after  a  game  of  golf  in  Aurora  reading  poetry. 
One  of  his  favourites  was  Robert  Browning's  "A  Toccata  of  Galuppi's:"  Several  of  the 
great    Shakespearean   soliloquies  were  often  lead,  especially  Richard  II's,  "Of  comfort  no 

man  speak "  Then,  too,  he  often  recalled  with  pleasure  one  or  two  poems  from 

the  College  Reviews  -  Vaughan  Williams'  poem,  "In  Memory  of  Jerry"  and  R.V.  Worling's 
charming  little  poem  "A  Sea  Fight"  were  read  &  re-read  many  times.  On  other  occasions 
Bob  would  recite  verses  from  poems  he  was  composing  himself  but,  as  far  as  I  know, 
none  of  them  was  ever  published.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Bob  derived  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  from  his  appreciation  of  the  subtleties  and  beauty  of  the  English  language." 

Many  and  varied  are  the  anecdotes  about  Bob,  retold  at  every  gathering  of  Old  Boys. 
He  was  known  to  enjoy  the  odd  nip  which  led  to  many  fanciful  tales,  naturally,  -  most 
of  them  exaggerated.  His  experiences  with  a  motor  car,  a  vehicle  that  he  never  really 
came  to  accept  for  personal  driving,  were  the  subject  of  countless  stories.  As  a  fisherman, 
however,  he  had  few  peers,  and  was  never  happier  than  with  a  fly-rod  in  quest  of  brook 
trout.  Rumour  has  it  that  he  nourished  the  hope  for  years  that  Shad's  Creek  on  the 
School  grounds  at  Aurora  would  yield  a  trout  or  two,  but  the  polluted  waters  would  not 
co-operate. 

Always  a  popular  guest  at  Old  Boys'  dinners,  the  occasion  of  his  retirement  in  1960 
called  for  his  unanimous  choice  as  guest  of  honour  that  year.  As  the  "Review"  of  1960 
relates,  "It  is  unlikely  that  any  of  the  numerous  gathering  on  hand  will  ever  forget  the 
evening.  Whatever  else  may  have  been  said  and  done  on  that  occasion,  all  those  present 
will  always  remember  giving  THREE  standing  ovations  to  the  guest  of  honour  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  evening,  each  of  several  minutes  duration.  They  were  unlikely  to 
forget  Mr.  Laidlaw's  expression  while  the  two  pipeirs  blew  off  in  his  honour  just  behind 
him  during  the  first  of  the  ovations,  nor  the  natural  dignity  with  which  he  listened  to 
speeches  about  his  long  and  loyal  service  to  St.  Andrew's.  Especially  will  they  remember 
how  he  stood  up  to  make  a  short  speech  himself,  and  after  the  briefest  hesitation  spoke 
with  the  fluency  of  young  years  and  all  the  distinction  and  charm  which  are  peculiarly 
his." 

It  was  only  natural  that  further  tributes  were  forthcoming  to  Bob  Laidlaw's  long  and 
distinguished  career,  The  Old  Boys  Association  presented  to  the  School  the  Laidlaw 
Trophy,  to  be  awarded  annually  to  that  member  of  the  Upper  Sixth  form  who  has  won 
for  his  Clan  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  his  last  two  years  at  the  School.  Until  he 
became  too  frail  in  recent  years.  Bob  presented  the  trophy  himself  to  the  winner  on  Prize 
Day.  In  1961  the  late  Walter  C.  Laidlaw  of  Toronto  donated  in  his  honour  a  classroom 
in  the  new  wing  of  Dunlap  Hall,  appropriately  designated  the  classroom  of  the  head  of 
the  History  Dept. 

Following  his  retirement  Bob  continued  to  occupy  his  apartment  in  Flavelle  House  and 
thus  happily  remained  a  familiar  figure  at  St.  Andrew's.  Unfortunately  he  suffered  a 
serious  illness  in  1966  and  after  several  months  in  hospital,  the  doctors  advised  that 
he  should  move  to  a  nursing  home  where  he  would  receive  the  constant  care  he  required. 
Although  he  appeared  at  the  School  from  time  to  time,  and  was  always  eager  to  receive 
visitors  at  the  nursing  home,  his  health  gradually  declined.  Bob  passed  away  peacefully 
on  January  21st,  1970  in  his  86th  year. 

It  could  be  said  that  his  death  marks  the  end  of  an  era.  He  was  the  last  surviving 
member  of  the  "Old  Guard",  of  Percy  Robinson,  Walter  Findlay,  T.  B.  D.  Tudball, 
Ernest  Fleming.  Michael  Magee.  H.  E.  Goodman  and  Ernest  Chapman,  who  comprised 
the  core  of  St.  Andrew's  staff  for  so  many  years. 

The  Andrean  joins  the  thousands  of  Old  Boys,  colleagues,  parents  and  friends  who  were 
privileged  to  know  him.  in  paying  tribute  to  Robertson  Laidlaw,  Esquire.  His  lifetime  of 
devoted  service  to  St.  Andrew's  College  has  been,  and  doubtless  will  remain,  unparalleled.
